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(54) ARTICLE SALE ANALYTIC SYSTEM 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To take a sale analysis of 
articles with unique features like jewels and valuables. 
SOLUTION: A tag reader reads article management data 
out of the ID tag 2 fitted to a jewel which is sold and 
also reads article management data out of the ID tag 2 
fitted to a jewel (article in stock) 1 left in a showcase 5. 
The article management data have objectively 
numerated parameters showing the features of the jewel 
1 and an article management device 4 analyzes the 
parameters on the basis of the article management data 
on the sold article and the article management data on 
the stock article to take a sale analysis for popular 
articles.

[MEANS TO SOLVE THEP ROBLEMS] 

In order to achieve the foregoing object, the present 
invention described in reference to claim 1 is 
characterized in that a sales analysis of commodities is 
performed by: (i) attaching, to each of commodities, a tag 
storing therein commodity management data which 
contains quantitatively digitalized parameters indicating 
characteristics of the associated commodity; (ii) reading 
out and collecting the commodity management data stored 
in the tag attached to each commodity sold; and (iii) 
performing a parameter analysis for each of the 
parameters, based on the commodity management data 
having been collected. 
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[0008] For example, this ID tag 2 includes: an 
antenna for performing communications with an external 
counterpart; a transmitting/ receiving device connected to 
the antenna; a storage section (memory) for storing 
commodity management data; a processing section (CPU) 
which (i) writes the commodity management data into the 
storage section, in response to a writing-in instruction 
externally received, and (ii) transmits, to the external 
counterpart, the commodity management data stored in 
the storage section, in response to a reading-out 
instruction externally received (Illustration of detailed 
configuration is omitted here). Further, the ID tag 2 is 
capable of creating a power source voltage by receiving 
power externally supplied via the antenna, and supplying 
power to each of the above mentioned sections. The 
configuration this ID tag2 is the same as those of various 
kinds which have conventionally been suggested as a tag 
using radio frequency. 

[0012] The following describes a sales analysis of 
commodities performed by the commodity management 
device 4. As illustrated in Fig. 3, the commodity 
management data is read out by the tag reader/writer 3 
from the ID tag 2 attached to a sold jewelry 1. The 
commodity management data having read out is 
transmitted to the commodity management device 4. Thus, 
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data (hereinafter, commodity management data) related to 
sold commodities is collected and accumulated in the 
commodity management device 4. Further, by using the 
tag reader/ writer 3, the commodity management data in 
the ID tag 2 attached to an unsold jewelry (unsold 
commodity) 1 remaining in the show-case 5 is read out, 
and the read out commodity management data is 
transmitted to the commodity management device 4. Thus, 
the commodity management data (hereinafter, unsold 
commodity management data) related to unsold 
commodities is collected in the commodity management 
device 4.
